—The Emperor of Germany is yielding to the inevit- 
able. For two weeks only was he able to hold the reins 
of government. During that time he issued the decrees 
that proved at once that he possessed the qualities of a 
statesman. But his imperie] duties overtexed his 
strength. His physicians thought that some responsi- 
bility would serve asa healthful diversion, if only he 
were not obliged to use bis voice in the discharge of 
state busine:s; but he has proved uns qual to the bur- 
den even of his silent duties. A partial regency has, 
therefore, been conferred upon the Crown Prince Will- 
iam. He is to make himself conversant with the affairs 
of state by taking part therein at once, and he is to pre- 
pare and discharge all state business intrusted to him by 
the Emperor, and is to have the power as representative 
of the Emperor to affix the necessary signatures to all 
documents witheut receiving special authority upon 
each occasion. Though this is termed but a partial re- 
gency, it is evident that full powers will fall upon the 
Crown Prince, if not at once, at least within a very short 
time. Whether he will be equal to his duties from the 
statesman’s point of view it is too soon to say. He has 
given no marked evidence of the possession or the lack 
of the ruler’s power and disprsition But he has not 
had the opportunity. He has been the subject of prej- 
udice by reason of the German people’s dislike of Vic- 
toria, his mother, and because of his own deformity. 
But the Germans havea sentimental loyalty for their 
| ruler that is not felt for empresses and princes. The 
dead Willism was hated asa prince, but venerated as an 
emperor. It is p’ssible that the position of the Crown 
Prince, even if Fe has not the qualitics that made his 
grandfather great, may win for him a regard akin to 
that shown for the Emperor whois dead and for the 
Emperor who is thought to besldwly dying —[ Indepen-

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HUMAN EFFORT MUST SUPPLEMENT THE 
DIVINE.

“Wherefore I put thee in remembrance, that thou stir 
up the gift of God, which is within thee by the putting 
on of my hands.” II. Timothy 1: fe 

It is evident from the phraseology of the text that 
its first application is to the minister of Christ, and 
that the custom of ordaining persons to the work of 
the ministry by the ‘‘laying on of hands’’ was prac- 
ticed by the apostles, countenanced by the churches, 
and sanctioned by the writers of the New Testa- 
ment. Paul was exceedingly anxious that Timothy 
should be a success, and imagining indications of a 


want of that energy and zeal which the grandeur of | 
the cause warranted, by an allusion to the ‘‘fire on | 


the altar,’ urges him to throw himself into the 
work with more abandon, and ‘‘fan aflame the gift 
of God,”’ which was in him by the imposition of the 
apostle’s hands. Various reasons are obvious for 
such an exhortation to Timothy; among them this 
will suffice. Paul, realizing his apostolical work 
was drawing to a close (for he was now the second 
time a prisoner in Rome), and having a vivid sense 
of what was necessary to be done in the interest of 
humanity and the cause of God, and desiring that, 
after his decease, the work should go on, and that 
Timothy, of right, was his successor in the minis- 
try of the Gospel, was anxious that no timidity on 
the one hand, nor neglect of the gift of God on the 
other, should mark his life and work. ‘*Where- 
fore,’’ says the apostle, ‘‘I put thee in remembrance, 
to stir up the gift of God, which is within thee by the 
putting on of my hands.’”? Weare here taught in 
explicit terms, and by the best of human authority, 
that “human effort must supplement the divine.”’ 

We learn in this lesson that gifts, however great, 
must be “stirred up” and ‘‘added to,’’ in order to 
constitute full manhood and womanhood in Christ. 
Faith is invigorated by acting, for ‘‘faith without 
works is dead.’’ Neglect of gifts and graces bring 
decrease and decay. The noblest faculties are im- 
paired when not improved by use. Our gifts must 
be excited and enlivened by proper exercise in the 
sphere to which they are best adapted. Min- 
isters should “stir up” the gifts within them, and 
by the proper exercise of God-given talents increase 
their usefulness in the Church. ‘Study to show 
yourself approved unto God, a workman that need- 
eth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth.”’” II. Tim. 2: 15. God furnishes the talents 
possessed by his ministers, but the ministers must 
utilize these talents in their proper use. While this 
is obligatory upon the ministry, it is equally bind- 
ing, or none the less incumbent, on all persons iden- 
tified with the Church. 

In the Church there is no lack of ‘‘gifts,’? and no 
superfluity. (See I. Cor. 12.) All these gifts are 
needed for all the members, and the Church is only 
equipped for doing the great work assigned it 
when it can command for its use al/ the gifts of its 
membership, and bring them into active service. 
While many in the Church are weary and despond- 
ent because they are not “stirring up’’ their ‘‘gifts’’ 
or using them for selfish ends, the Church is lan- 
guishing because she can not command for her high 
uses the ‘‘gifts’’ of her members. If ald the ‘‘gifts’’ 
of all the members of the Church were “stirred 
up” and used in the interest of Christianity 
the world would readily succumb to its influ- 
ence, and yield a willing obedience to its righteous 
demand. Yes, if all Christians would supplement 
the divine work in the “plan of salvation” by the 
proper exercise of the ‘‘gifts within them,”’ the day 
is not far distant when the world would pay hom- 
age to Him whose right it is to reign supreme, and 
“righteousness would cover the earth as the waters 
cover the sea.’? ‘‘Now there are diversities of 
gifts and operations’’ in the Church, none of which 
can be dispensed with, the lesser nor the greater. 
You look on the face of a watch and observe three 
agents are at work. There is the second-hand, 
whose movements are quick, and it always seems, 
and is in reality,in a hurry. Then there is the 
minute-hand, the motion of which is sixty times 
slower than that of the second-hand. Again, there 
is the hour-hand, more tardy than the minute-hand, 
and in comparison with the second-hand does not 
seem to move at all.. The second-hand seems to be 
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| doing all the work and the hour-hand nothing, 
| but without the hour-hand the fussy little second- 
| hand might tick its sixty times per minute forever 
‘and no one be informed as to the correct time. The 
| fact of the business is, all these hands are essential 
to a good time-keeper. So in the Church a// are 
needed, ali must work, all should become ‘laborers 
together with God,” that Christianity may be tri- 
umphant. 
| There is the gift of preaching, the gift of erhorta- 
tion, the gift of prayer, the gift of singing, and the 
gift of teaching, all of which should be ‘stirred up”’ 
by their possessors. Again, there is the gift of so- 
liciting—a faculty for persuading men to do their 
duty in subscribing toward the expenses of the 
Church. Then there is the gift of codlecting—an 
aptitude to the very peculiar task of convincing 
men that it is not only their duty to subscribe, but 
that they are under moral obligations to pay 
promptly their subscription to the Church. Many 
and varied are the “‘gifts,’”’ all of which are needed 
and must be ‘stirred up’’ and exercised, if the 
Church shall succeed in the salvation of the world. 
Being, then, in possession of a ‘‘gift,’’ whether it 
be of preaching, singing, exhorting, praying, solic- 
iting, collecting, teaching, or of caring for God’s 
house, let each go forth to exercise it in glorifying 
the Giver and extending his kingdom on the earth. 
See, dear reader, that ‘tye stir up the gift within 
you,”’ for as a limb never exerted withers, as a fire 
never aroused dies, so assuredly the gift within you 
will decrease and decay if not exercised. Let us 





exercise our ‘gifts,’ and let our thought and 
energy be expended in making these ‘‘gifts’’ bring 
the largest revenue into the Church. Efficiency 
in any department of Church-work, is contingent 
upon the faithful observance of Christian duty in 
all particulars whatever. May each supplement the 
work of God by earnest, cheerful, and prompt effort, 
wherever co-operation with the Father is needed, 
that salvation may come unto all men.

OHRISTIAN UNITY EXEMPLIFIED. 


{An experience related by a well known New England clergy- 
man, at present editor of one of the widely-circulated religious 





journals of Boston.} 

One clear October morning I found myself at 
‘Our Home on the Hillside,’ a delightful haven 
of rest overlooking the peaceful valley below. If 
considerations relating to my body induced me to 
take this journey, its results were to be seen still 
more powerfully upon my mind and heart. 

Here was a little community of one hundred and 
fifty people, from all parts of the country, repre- 
senting all shades of religious belief. Though most 
of them were unsound in body, few of them were 
unsound in theology. <A large percentage were 
members of Christian churches. As a majority 
were unable to walk to town to attend denomina- 
tional churches, prayers were held every morning in 
the chapel, a union prayer-meeting once a week, 
and on Sunday afternoon a service with a sermon. 
For once again in my life I had for my doctor a man 
who was also called to preach. 

I went loyally at first to my church in town, but 
by and by, as I made the acquaintance of the family 
on the Hillside, I found myself irresistibly drawn 
toward the religious meetings which were held 
there. They were union meetings—communion 
meetings in the spiritual sense of the word. They 
were technically evangelical, but sectarian differ- 
ences were not obtruded. Methodists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Orthodox Congrega- 
tionalists, and Quakers, all joined in the service of 
song and prayer. 

The chief physician’s sermons on Sunday after- 
noons were marked by original eloquence and un- 
usual power. The practical duties of life were 
brought into the foreground. The body received a 
degree of attention worthy of its dignity as the 
temple of the Holy Spirit. A beautiful atmosphere 


they were baptisms of the Spirit and of power. 
The effect of this intercourse was to enable me to 
discover the difference between things essential and 


Christian life. Here were one hundred and fifty 
people living together as one family, eating at the 
same table, sleeping under the same roof, mingling 


freely in their daily recreations, and joining their! 
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songs and praises in the sacred hour of wors 
They were drawn together by mutual sympathig 
and mutual needs. A spirit of tolerance and court. 
esy took the place of sectarian aggressiveness. De 
nominational labels were not paraded. It wag 
quite possible to associate for weeks with a Christiag 
without knowing to what sect he belonged. The 
emphasis here was laid more upon character and 
less upon belief. 

I was still doctrinally a loyal member of my de 
nomination; but here was a larger, broader, and 
more satisfying basis of fellowship which seemed to 
have some of the untainted flavor of early. Chris. 
tianity about it. 

Why, thought I, should not a young Christian 
church be organized on just such a broad basis ag 
this? Why should there be half a dozen struggling, 
jealous, poverty-stricken churches in a place where 
one large church would suffice for all? 

A few months later a gradual, unexpected deep. 
ening of religious interest was manifest in the little 
conumunity. It was so unlike ordinary revivals of 
religion that I hesitate to call it by that name. No- 
body set out to bring it; no one knew how it came, 
It came as the dawn comes, as the spring comes, 
There was light in the sky and warmth in the at- 
mosphere. The ice of formalism was melted. There 
was no freshet of emotion, no torrent of tears or 
verbiage, but a gradual blossoming of religious life 
in the community. No undue excitement, no par- 
oxysms of remorse or despair, such as I had wit- 
nessed in other revivals, marked this silent deepen- 
ing of religious interest; but its genial warmth and 
soul-quickening power were unmistakable. 

The ministers of the various churches in town 
heard of this revival at the Sanatorium on the Hill- 
side. It was strange to them that it should start in 
such a quarter. They wished some embers for their 
own hearth; and frequent deputations from the Hill- 
side went down to their religious meetings to carry 
coals. from the altar. I recall various missionary 
journeys of this sort which I made with the physi- 
cian-in-chief. We were likened to Paul and Tim- 
othy as we went forth in the night, Timothy carry- 
ing a kerosene lantern and Paul a burning Gospel 
of good-will to men. It was no little sacrifice to 
leave the natural warmth of the Hillside prayer- 
meetings for the unnatural frigidity of the sectarian 
meetings in the valley below. Not until union 
meetings of the town churches were established and 
denominational rivalries sunken, did the Pentecos- 
tal flame from the Hillside spread over the valley 
and kindle a spirit of unity and brotherhood. There 
was nothing which proved so well the genuineness 
of the revival as the change it wrought in the town 
churches themselves, so that disciples of Christ who 
had never thought of associating with each other, 
were willing to meet with one accord in one place. 

The little community of health-seekers on the 
Hillside had been held together religiously by an 
invisible bond. It seemed somewhat perilous to at 
tempt to make the union an organic one. Could 
this heterogeneous band of Methodists, Baptists, 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, Quakers, Congrega- 
tionalists, and, if I mistake not, one or two Uni 
tarians and Universalists, be brought together on 4 
common platform of religious faith? 

The attempt was made. The conditions were 
favorable. The genial revival which preceded had 
tempered all hearts with charity and kindlines. 
The unity of spirit created a bond of peace. 

The constitution and covenant of that little union 
church are before me. The opening articles declare 
the name to be ‘* The Church of Christ,’ and adopt 
the congregational order for its government. The

and fellowship herein.’’ 

I was one of the fifty who signed the confession 
on New Year’s day when the church was formed, 
and I wrote in my journal, “I rejoice to see a 
chureh organized on sucha broad platform, and 
heartily wish every church in the land were as cath- 
olic as this.”’ 

There are few things fresher or sweeter in my 
memory than the hallowed associations which I 
formed with this Church of Christ, and the rich and 
fruitful affections which sanctified it. Among these 
pictures of memory looms up one of a beautiful 
summer afternoon. A sweet peace was at the heart 
of nature. It was easy to commune with the Eter- 
nal; the veil of the temple seemed transparent to a 
loving, God-seeking heart. As the shadows length- 
ened in the afternoon and the glory of the departing 
day was softened into a more mysterious light, the 
little band of Christians gathered in the hall, which 
to them was a sanctuary consecrated to their vows 
and prayers, and partook together of the eucharis- 
tic feast, a feast of gratitude, aspiration, and love. 

When I went from this Sanatorium at Dansville, 
in western New York, leaving the Union. Church 
behind me, I felt that my mental and sympathetic 
life had been perceptibly broadened. The world 
had a different aspect. I saw things in new rela- 
tions. I was more charitable than when I went 
there. On the whole subject of ritualistic observ- 
ances I had become more tolerant. *

SLAVES OF GOD. 











James, a bondservant, slave of God and of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. I took up my Greek Testament 
this morning to read and translate a little Greek, as 
I often do. What impressed me anew was the 
Greek word doulos, rendered servant; literally, 
slave of God and of the Lord Jesus-Christ. Slave 
is a stronger word than servant. Not as euphoni- 
ous—more repulsive, on the account of the abuse of 
the word, which takes on the odious idea of chattle 
slavery. The word slave gives us an idea of a rela- 
tion between Jesus and the apostles and all Chris- 
tians. They belonged to him as their Redeemer; 
he gave his life, an equivalent, for theirs, and they 
recognized fealty to him and were ready to go into 
all the world, to prison, and death for the name of 
their Master. In this regard they followed the 
example of the Christ,who was the doulos, slave, of 
God. Their vocation—business—was to do the work 
of him that sent them. The biography of them, 
as given in the New Testament, testifies of their 
faithfulness. Peter held back on two occasions— 
once when he denied Christ (Luke 22: 59) and when 
Paul charged him with dissimulation (Gal. 2: 13); 
but he was a growing hero; his courage improved 
with his years, until finally it looms up like a grand 
promontory jutting out into the sea. One is almost 
glad that Peter wavered. It shows the possibilities 
of the strength and weakness as blended in human 
nature. Great men often break down at the point 
Where they are the strongest. History is replete 
with such examples. Noslave was more faithful to 
his master than the Apostle Paul. His allegiance 





rate him from the love of Christ Jesus. In Romans 
8: 33-39, Paul draws a dark catalogue—seventeen 
or eighteen in all—of things and events, any one of 
which is enough to demand the serious attention of 
the bravest heart. He challenged them all, and is 
more than a conqueror. Just think of that! not 
only a conqueror, but more. How much more God 
knoweth! Bonds, prisons, the rage of governments, 
and death had no terrors for him. He gloried in 
the cross, held it up as the world’s hope. 

Some writers in accounting for the rapid spread of 
the Gospel and the increase of Christians ascribe it 
to the miracles which Jesus and the apostles per- 
formed. Iam not sure of that. Miracles may have 
aided, but the potent factor was the character of 
their messages of love and eternal truth. Their 
story commended itself to the consciences of men. 
It penetrated like the fire of the Holy Spirit, in 
every joint of the priestly harness of Jew and 
Greek. They reiterated their messages until men 
fell down and said of a truth God was with them. 
They were full of power, zeal, and the new and 
grandest offer that ever greeted the ears of men— 
eternal life. No such men as a class in all their full- 
ness ever lived, and they will never be duplicated. 
Give the Churth plenty of such slaves of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and miracles may cease. All the great 
religions have had such slaves in many respects— 
grand men, worthy of a better and a higher calling. 
The most dangerous class of men that live—the 
Jesuits—are the slaves of a paganized Christianity. 
Paul in three of his Epistles calls himself the pris- 
oner of Jesus Christ. (Eph. 3: 1,1: 4; II. Tim. 1: 8; 
Phil. 1: 9). Never once does he speak of himself 
as the prisoner of Nero or of any government, but 
the prisoner of the Christ. What his contempo- 
raries regarded as dishonorable he gloried in—in 
bonds, prisons oft, and in deaths oft. To him these 
were more than stars, garters, and the parapherna- 
lia of knighthood. A prisoner of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, arrested by him, held under bonds of love— 
to apotheosize such a man or even the Christ by 
placing them with God, or as or among the gods, is 
to degrade, mock them. They are God’s ideal men, 
the perfection of his workmanship. Poverty, chas- 
tity, and obedience were their insignia of royalty. 
To deify them is to take them out of the brother- 
hood of man. Holy men that spake as they were 
moved by the Holy Spirit, and transmitted from 
Jesus the good news to all the world, were not the 
slaves of ‘‘treaties, doctrines, and commandments of 
men,’’ but the bondservants of God and the Lord

In the March number of the Unitarian Review, 
a paper, entitled ‘‘The Christian Connection,’’ con- 
cludes with this hopeful prophecy: ‘‘What will be 
the future of this body? Any change must come 
about very slowly. They can not but continue 
quietly to grow and spread. They must come to 
hold a theory of the Bible such as the Bible itself 
will sustain, and that will lead them to build more 
and more upon the Savior himself.’’ Let us hope 
that any change only for betterment shall ‘‘come 
about slowly’”’ with a Christian people, who, look- 
ing forward hopefully to the future for better re- 
sults, rather than pointing backward with pride to 


any past growth, are determined to build ‘‘upon the | 


Savior himself.’? Our present inspiration is, ‘that 
upon this Rock’’ any one may so build ‘‘the Church 
of the living God, the pillar and ground of truth,” 
if they only think more of him than all else, as he 
certainly is ‘‘the chiefest among ten thousand, and 
the one altogether lovely.”’ 

The Review article says also, ‘‘A happier, more 
trustful people the evening and morning nowhere 
greet.’”?” Why? Because it is a law of our Chris- 
tian well-being, ‘‘Ye are complete in him.”’ ‘“‘Itis, 
therefore, not easy,’’ continues this writer, ‘‘to see 
how any change can come over their organic life, 
unless it should come from a change in their view 
of the Master himself.”” Again, Why should ‘“‘the 
Christians’? change or modify their view of the 
Master himself, when that view is probably the 
most unique and scriptural one extant? Almost 


It is often said that every church is 
built around some central idea. This is especially 
true of the Christians; their central thought, in 
whose interest every other opinion would be con- 
sidered secondary is, that Christian character is the 
only true test of fellowship. 

Certainly nothing like radical changes, in a peo- 
ple where such a conviction generally obtains, 
only at the cost of a modified view of Christ him- 
|self, could be hoped for, as the writer of the Re- 
view article has so well said. But why does he 
seem to hope, even against hope, that a thing so 
paralyzing as an undefined, Unitarianized view of 
Christ, shall ever obtain among a people now pos- 
sessed of ‘‘the unconscious joy of a heart that is at 
rest, because it knows in whom it has believed?’’ 
He farther says, ‘‘They may come to see that the 
story of his miraculous conception isa fable; that the 
legend is wholly unknown to the New Testament. 
They may observe that Paul was one who would 
speak out if he knew a story false, or would make 
|his voice heard if he believed it true. Does he 
ever allude to the tale?”’ Would not some of our 
teachers of ethical philosophy, in their pressing 
use of such words as “love, truth, and -righteous- 
ness,’’ do themselves a favor to retrace their rest- 
less search after truth long enough to give this pro- 
phetic teaching concerning Jesus Christ at least a 
passing consideration before consigning to hopeless 
commiseration those who still love and believe in 
his character? ‘Behold this child is set for the fall 
and rising again of many in Israel, and for a sign 
which shall be spoken against.”’ 

For one, for a quarter of a century, I have been 
seeking hard to find a good and sufficient reason, if 
my ambition is to follow the best thing I know, 
why I should not accept of Jesus Christ as being 
that living reality. Asan offset to this I am told 
that Paul never alludes to the tale of the miracu- 
lous conception, ete.; and ‘“‘when these reverent 
students of the Scriptures come to see that story to 
be a thing evidently never heard of and never re- 
motely alluded to by Paul or Peter, by John or by 
Jesus himself, they will find a fresher faith springing 
up within their own hearts; they will say, If Chris- 
tianity began without it, it can go on without it.’’ 
| Certainly! but’now it may be that story is all true, 
|and yet Paul never alludes to it, nor Peter nor John 
| neither of them say a word about it. One of two 
|things is true concerning it as I believe: either 
Jesus grew up out of his surroundings, regardless of 
the two master influences of the organic world— 
heredity and environment—into what he is of life 
land power, or that story of miraculous conception 
is true. As Goethe says, ‘‘I esteem the Gospels to 
| be thoroughly genuine, for there shines forth from 
them the reflected splendors of a sublimity pro- 
|ceeding from the person of Jesus Christ, of so 
divine a kind as only the divine could ever have 
manifested.”’ 

Now, which is the greater test of good, hard com- 
mon sense, for one to suppose Christ to be the product 
of illegitimate Jewish birth, limited to Nazaritish 
influences, intellectually and socially, into life, and 
through with it in thirty-six years—which would 
ibe, if it could be true, an unparalleled style and

It has been said that the Hot Springs 
of Arkansaw stand without arival. At no place 
in the known world can so many diseases be effect- 
ually cured. Within the last ten years over 30,000 
people have been cured of diseases that the most 
skillful physicians considered past recovery. 

Brother and I were not seeking health—thank 
God we had that before we came—but we were in- 
clined to obey the injunction, ‘‘When in Rome do 
as Rome does;’’ so as everybody seemed to go early 
to the bath, we were up with the morning light and 
away for the bath. There are a dozen or more re- 
spectable bath-houses, beside the ‘‘Mud Hole” and 
“Corn Hole.’”? Having determined before we left 
home not to get into a “hole,” if by dint of effort 
we could keep out, we followed the ‘‘tops’’ to the 
most stylish ‘‘house’’ in the long row.

She was 
married to George Abbott August 24, 1888; was 
converted and joined the Christian Church March, 
1843, under the preaching of Elder Peter Bagta, who 
also baptized her and her husband a short time 
afterward. She with her husband were charter- 
members of the Pleasant Grove Christian Church. 
She has ever lived a faithful Christian life. She has 
always encouraged her husband in his ministerial 
labors, managing home matters wisely during his 
absence; though often sad and lonely, yet she bore 
up under all the trials of a frontier life, providing 


earnest workers in the cause of temperance and 
Christianity. The children all show the training of 
a good, pious mother. May her mantle fall upon 
some of them, and may the same spirit and star of 
hope, which ever caused our dear mother to so pa- 
tiently meet and combat the stern realities and con- 
flicts of this life, ever be the guiding star of the 
dear husband and children throughout life’s battles, 
She found sustaining grace during the entire 
struggle of life, especially during her last illness up 
to the time of her departure. She spoke to all 
around her—of not only her willingness to die, but 
of anxiety to depart and leave this world, to be 
present with Christ her Lord and Savior, and to 
rest from her labors. Truly her works do follow 
after her, for she has entered into that rest which 
remains for the people of God. In her death we 
suffer great loss, but our loss is her eternal gain, 
Oh, how we will miss her! She leaves a host of 
friends and numerous relatives to mourn their loss, 
But the loss is far the greatest to our dear brother, 
George Abbott, for she was the choice of his youth 
and the comfort of hisage. To him she has ever been 
a true helpmeet, filling his life with sunshine and 
strewing his pathway with flowers, and ever filling 
his heart with true courage to ever stand for the 
right. The shock will be felt severely by the dear 
children and grandchildren, who will ever remem- 
ber her good counsel and kind admonitions. 

And now, as a church and as neighbors, let us 
glance at the past history of Mother Abbott for 
a period of about forty-five years, then we may have 
a little idea of her usefulness and trials. The coun- 
try at first was a waste howling wilderness, inhab- 
ited only by the red men of the forest and wild ani- 
mals, a few whites coming in, and with the ax dig- 


|ging out a place in the forest upon which to erect 


the log cabin; wild deer for meat, and their skins 
tanned for clothing. Emigration continued, the 
forest was being felled, and as the sound of the ax 
was heard it was a sure indication that the forest 
was melting away. At first Indian paths were the 
thoroughfares; soon roads were opened for wagons, 
school-houses and churches were erected, rude at 
first, but these have given away to more noble 
structures; the forest to farms, orchards, mansions, 
Villages, towns, and cities; the Indian paths to pub- 
lic highways, railroads, ete. Let us remember that 
our mother lived throughout all the period of this 
little sketch. , 

During the period referred to mother had cooked 
many meals for log-rollers, house-raisers, church- 
goers, conferences—even but recently the State Con- 
ference in North Manchester—and not so very long 
since, with her husband, aided largely in the build- 
ing of the Christian Chapel to its completion in 
North Manchester. With all the anxiety of a 
bloody war, in which she was largely interested, 
and the rearing up of sons and daughters, we need 
not ask, What has she done? but rather ask what 
has she not done for the good of the people? In 





for and bringing up her children in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord, without a murmur or com- 
Her house has always been a home for the 
orphan and the homeless. She wasa ‘‘wise woman 
and built her house’ (Prov.

This is really a deplorable state of things, and 
appeals to every thoughtful follower of Jesus for 
consideration. If, as we have assumed, these 
statistics are comparatively true in every other 
state, with, perhaps, some slight variation, then, 
while extending our sympathies to the hundreds of 
thousands in the State of Maine for whom no 
church privileges are provided, we may, at the 
same time, compassionate the condition of the 
greater number in the state in which we reside who 
are similarly neglected. And if disposed to chide 
the Christian people of Maine for illiberality, indiffer- 
ence, and heartlessness toward the neglected hun- 
dreds of thousands around them for whom Jesus 
died, it would be well at the same time to think of’

has fallen by death. Morrison R. Waite, Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the United States, 
died very suddenly at 6 A. M., March 28d, 
from acute pneumonia.

|our own condition of mind and heart toward the 
far greater number around us just as precious in the 
esteem of our heavenly Father, and just as basely 
neglected by ourselves. 

If these statistics are approximately true, then the 
condition is as alarming as it isdeplorable. Taking 
into consideration the rich and innumerable bless. 
ings, privileges, and opportunities with which 
God has endowed us as a Nation, these things ought 
not so to be; and that such a condition actually ex. 
ists is to the same extent an awful reflection upon 
the Church. By a careful examination of the indi- 
vidual heart and life, and of the aggregate in church 
profession and practice, we may discover some of 
the causes of this prevailing indifference—-this 
partial paralysis with which the professed Church 
of Jesus Christ is smitten. 

Unquestionably, the Church has lost much of the 
old-time directness of faith and simplicity of man- 
ners, and a spirit of worldliness crept in and usurped 
a commanding position in the sanctuary of God, 
The terms in the apostolic injunction, as found in 
Rom. 12: 2, have been very extensively transposed; 
“And be not conformed to this world, but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye 





may prove what is that good and acceptable and 
perfect will of God.’? The fashions, methods, 
policies, and sinful spirit of the world prevail to 
such an extent among professed Christians that if 
any refuse to move in the popular current, retaining 
something of the olden simplicity and earnestness, 
they are regarded as peculiar or cranky. Pride and 
selfishness, with a numerous following of kindred 
impurities, not only occupy high position, but exert 
widespread and almost resistless influence among 
the professed followers of the meek and lowly 
Jesus. There is an abundance of stately form and 
pompous ceremony, but comparatively little of the 
spirit and power of godliness. Costly cathedrals, 
with fretted roofs and esthetic fittings and decora- 
tion, high-priced talent in orchestra and pulpit fur- 
nish to cultured ears opera and lyceum in equal 
parts and homeopathic doses. And where, because 
of financial inability, these luxuries of wealth and 
art can not be obtained in their most elaborate 
forms, there seems to be a predominating spirit to 
possess and enjoy them as far as possible. Under 
such controlling influences piety is rare and spirit- 
uality is dying. 

The benevolent and missionary interests of the 
Church are largely neglected, the sinful, the poor, 
the degraded are despised and left to themselves, 
Denoniinational strife and sectarian rivalries present 
so many and urgent claims that there is but little 
disposition for missionary and church-building en- 
terprises, and less money, for financial ability is 
taxed to the utmost in outbuilding, outpreaching, 
outsinging, and in all things outdoing rival denom- 
inations on every side. 

The picture may to some seem to be overdrawn, 
but that these evils exist with varying manifestation 
in the professed Church of .Jesus Christ to a deplor- 
able and alarming extent, no one who has given the 
subject careful thought will question or deny. How 
can we reasonably expect that the pure and unde- 
filed religion of Jesus can root itself in such a rocky 
and sterile soil? or bloom and bear fruit in such a 
frigid atmosphere? Are we not assured by evidence 
which will not mislead that if the energy, talent, 
and wealth of the professed followers of Jesus were 
consecrated and employed in the legitimate work 
of saving the world, that no such disgraceful report 
of neglected millions in our land could be truthfully 
circulated against the Church? What can be done 
in such a case? or what remedy can be proposed? 

1. The nature and extent of the evil must be 
impressed upon the mind and heart of the Church, 
and to this end let the pulpit and the press speak 
out in clear and unmistakable tones. 

2. The evil thing must be put away—the unclean 
spirit must be exorcised. With soulless formalism, 
selfishness, pride, and sectarianism there can be no 
such thing as toleration or compromise. Joshua and 
all Israel were discomfited before Ai, because sin and 
sinners held high place in the nation, and though but 
one individual was principal in the case, the whole 
nation was humiliated, and suffered until the sinner 
was convicted and the sin purged.

The following quotation from a private letter will | 
justify a few words of explanation: 

“Your contributions to Mission-work will pass 
through many hands before reaching their destina- 
tion, and a considerable sum will be deducted to | 
pay salaries.”’ 

Paul was sent to Jerusalem from very distant 
churches, with gifts to the wanting ones there, and 
it probably cost, in the way of ship-fare for Paul, 
one-fourth the amount of the entire contributions. | 
If it had occurred to them that it would cost twenty | 
or twenty-five per cent. of the full amount of their 
generosity, to lay it down at the feet of the want- | 
ing, would the donors have been justified in send- | 
ing their gifts at all? There must be preliminary | 
expenditures before the word of the Gospel can 
reach the hearts of the people. If Bibles are print- | 
ed with the gifts of the people, yet boxing and | 
freightage must be paid, and even a colporteur in 
the distant field must have his salary before the 
plessed message will gladden the ear and bless the 
heart. Thus there are expenses in the work of the 
Home and Foreign Missions, have been since the 
work was inaugurated, and will be henceforth in 
larger measure, for the work is broadening, the bor- 
ders of it are more distant, and more agencies have 
tobe employed. But here let us ask two questions, 
and seek their answer: 

1. What has been the past expense of the work? 
The Mission-work is now in three departments: 
Children’s or Home Mission, Mission School or 
Freedman’s Mission, and the Foreign Mission-work. 
This three-fold general work really had birth in the 
first call for dimes in October, 1878, nine years 
ago last October. During the first nine years the 
secretary and treasurer of the Mission fund did not 
receive one dollar of salary. Privately, he was 
given a total of about $25, but no cent of this was 
taken from the funds of the treasury. The Conven- 
tion voted him $100 a year, but he refused to receive 
it. The last year of this service was spent in Day- 
ton, and at the end of the year we found that our 
general expenses exceeded our income by more 
than $100. As the Mission-work calls for not less 
than two hours’ work daily, in addition to our

During the last six months, therefore, the 
Foreign Mission treasury has paid to our hand $25, 
and the Children’s Mission treasury the same 
amount. Fifty dollars is the total of our salary as 
Mission secretary and treasurer for nine and a half 
years. Does anybody begrudge us the money? We 
do not recall a year since the work began that we 
have not given $25 a year cash to the work, and in 
addition the work has cost us in various ways not 
less than $100 a year in actual money. The amount 
of labor performed has been equal to that of many 
moderately busy men in the same length of time. 
Wemake no complaint, and ask for no plaudits in the 
work. We have simply done what we felt impel!- 
ed to do by the Spirit and our own heart. In addi- 
tion to the above cost there has been the expense of 
stationery, postage, printing, and Board meetings.

Abbeville County, South Carolina, voted 
on the question of prohibition March 3d, 
the election resulting in a large majority 
for prohibition. 

Liberty County, Georgia, boasts that 
there is not a mortgaged farm within its 
boundaries. It is the only county in the 
state thus favored. 


Coal barges containing, all told, $185,000 
rth of coal, bound down the Ohio River,

Sir John Ross, a veteran of the Crimean 
War, the Sepoy Insurrection, and the 
Afghan Expedition, has just been ap- 
pointed Commander of the British troops 
in Canada. 


The contest of Mr. Tilden’s will has be- 
gun in New York City. It will be a cele- 
brated case. Mr. Tilden’s estate amounts 
to $4,700,000 of personal property and 
$500,000 of real estate. 


During a severe snow-storm in Wheel- 
ing last Wednesday, the Second Presby- 
terian Church was partly unroofed; also, 
a part of the roof of the Presbyterian 
Church in Bellaire was blown away. 


Northwestern lumbermen, chiefly from 
Michigan, are buying large tracts of pine 
land in Mississippi.

A New York Hebrew rabbi, Dr. Emil G. 
Hirsch, has been elected by his congrega- 
tion on Fifth Avenue, for the term of ten 
years, at a salary of $12,000 per annum, 
free house rental, and a life insurance 
policy of $20,000. 

Dakota is leading older communities in 
temperance work.
